COMET IS SEEN IN SKY 
NEAR LEXINGTON 

Reports of a comet in the west¬ 
ern sky, about 10 degrees above 
he horizon, were verified recently 
by Prof. H. H. Downing, retired 
head of the department of math¬ 
ematics and astronomy at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Prof. Downing’s vertification of 
the comet was tne first made by 
a professional astronomer. He 
confirmed it last week after 
sighting it through a small tele¬ 
scope at the University’s observ¬ 
atory. 

He said he assumed the comet 
might be a “stray” since the ap- 
perance of no visible comet had 
been expected on the basis of 
materials at hand. 

The comet may be seen by the 
naked eye. with concentration, in 
the western sky with clear skies, 
but may be seen better with aids 
such as field glasses or a tele¬ 
scope.

Milton Hull, had arranged so 
many nice things for the children 
that they couldn't bear to miss a 
single minute of daylight. He had 
riding horses stabled by the cot¬ 
tage for each of them, and they 
were constanly torn with deciding 
whether it was more fun riding, 
swimming or motor boating 

By night, they were all ex¬ 
hausted, but Bill had brought 
several Western films along from 
the Embassy and they struggled 
hard to watch a full length fea¬ 
ture before tumbling into bed. 

Again we took two servants 
with us, so the mothers and dads 
did nothing but sleep late, eat, 
swim and play bridge. 

March 22 we gave a farewell 
dinner for Col. Milton Hull, who 
i was leaving for the states—60 in- 
t vited guests. The Royal Thai 
Navy decorated our compound 
with colored lights, the likes of 
which I’ve never seen back home 
They used a few neon lights, sev¬ 
eral hundred plain colored bulbs, 
together with clusters of lights 
and bells which were hung in the 
1 trees. Of course the electric cur¬ 
rent in our house could never 
carry such a load, so the Navy 
also provided a big generator. All 
this is a courtesy provided by the 
Thai Navy for a sizeable party to 
which many of their own people 
are invited. We had card tables 
set up on the lawn for w hich I 
had made tablecloths—half were 
of bright red with huge white coin 
dots, and the others black with 
white dots. Then, we had a min¬ 
iature kerosene lamp setting on 
each table. 

Bill put our record player on 
the upstairs balcony so we could 
have music drifting down with 
the soft night breezes—and we 
couldn't have hoped for a more 
beautiful evening. The mosqui¬ 
toes must have taken the night 
off too because 1 noticed no one 
was using the skeetolene 

We served the food buffet styie 
from the house. 

The commissary stock was al¬ 
most down to nothing—the ship 
was long overdue. I had two 
large hams and a 20 lb. turkey 
in the deep freeze, but I needed 
another turkey and some staples 
Guess we had been living right, 
because the ship arrived We 
were also able to add celery and 
a bit of lettuce to the menu!! 

March 14. I gave a farewell 
luncheon for the departing Army 
Attache’s wife. As is customary, 
I asked her to submit the guest 
list- limiting hvr to 20. but no 
undertaking is completly simple 
over here.

"It would be difficult to list all 
the accomplishments of the rural 
development program in 12 coun¬ 
ties," reported Boggs. “The pro¬ 
gram, which is simply a long- 
range plan to assist people to 
help themselves, is gaining mo¬ 
mentum." 

Except for a group of citizens 
in Salyersville, county seat of 
Magoffin county, busily con¬ 
structing a swimming pool for the 
youth of the area, there isn't any 
frenzied activity as a result of 
rural development. 

Established government agen¬ 
cies. rural people and local or¬ 
ganizations are working together 
in long-range planning to ac¬ 
complish what they know has to 
be done. 

In Elliott and Carter counties, 
farmers are raising more poul¬ 
try. A cooperative project to make 
sorghum molasses involves three 
counties. 

Three strawberry marketing 
cooperatives in the area are being 
strengthened by the rural devel¬ 
opment program, which is en¬ 
couraging increased plantings. 

Six counties are working co¬ 
operatively in obtaining breeding 
stock to start new sheep flocks as 
as additional source of income. 

Area state operated vocational 
schools —one at Paintsville in 
Johnson county and the other at 
Ashland—are making their serv¬ 
ices available through adult ex¬ 
tension classes over a wider area 
than ever before. 

Banks and utilities have joined 
hands to sponsor improvement 
projects in the area. 

Construction of a tobacco ware¬ 
house has started at Morehead to 
provide market for Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky and reduce transportation 
marketing costs for burley grow¬ 
ers in the vicinity. 

Farmers in the general area are 
taking to production of Turkish 
aromatic tobacco on which there 
is no government allotment. The 
crop takes much labor and is 
comparatively new to the area, 
but mountain farmers are taking 
it on. 

“By bringing people from the 
various counties together to dis¬ 
cuss problams, services for the 
entire area can be developed that 
otherwise would be prohibitive,” 
explained Boggs 

But since Elliott is the pilot 
county in the area, as might be 
expected, this county is where the 
most progress, since rural devel¬ 
opment started, shows up.

Fall greens such as kale, spin¬ 
ach, mustard and turnips, should 
be planted now for greer.-vsge- 

table availability during the late 
fall and early winter, says Claude 
Singletary, Kentucky F.xperiment 
Station horticulturist 

Greens so planted and properly 
cared for may be harvested up 
to the period of a severe freeze 
A hardy plant such as kale may 
be harvested through the entire 
winter when the weather is not 
too severe. 

Rainfall frequently is light dur¬ 
ing the late summer months so 
It may bo necessary to irrigate 
the seedbeds frequently to obtain 
a good stand. Fall seeding may 
begin anytime and continue until 
Sept. 15’ for the fast-maturing 
mustard and spinach, Singletary 
notes.
